PREFACE. 


HE Tranfattions of 1709, efpecially as to the milvaty Part, 
have been fo confiderable, and the Confequenes are like to be 
of [uch Importance, that occafional Reflexie— ad tvem, may 
not only be ufeful for the prairts OM for Time to come ; 


which, *tis hop’d, may make thie Voewme of Obfervators as acceptable as the 
‘former. 


When the laft was finifh’d, the French King offer’d, or rather bege’d 
for a Treaty of Peace, and impower'd his chief Minifler to agree to the 
Preliminary Articles ; which he afterwards would not ratify. This occafiowd 
the Articles themfelves to be confider’d in this Paper 5 where tts not only 
prov’d that they arereafonable, but alfo' that the Allies had very good Ground 
to have infifted upon more ; and that we in Great Britain had particular 
Reafon to have demanded a farther Security both for the Proteflant Sue- 
ceffion, the Reftoration of all our Plantations, and a better Tariff for 
Trade, than we formerly had with France. ’Tis alfo confider'd in this Vo- 
lume, whether we can promife a folid and lafling Peace to our felves, and 
the refi of Europe, while fo great a Nation as that of Vrance, continues 
under an arbitrary and defpotical Power 3 and whether we ought not to ine 
jift upon having the States of France reftor’'d to their ancient Priviledges, 
and made Guarrantees of the Treaty, as they have formerly been in other 
Cafes, with Power to compel their King to obferve it; and whether the 
Proteftants ought not to be reftor'd to their Liberty, according to the Edict 
of Nantz, under the Guarrantee of the Proteflant Marizime Powers., Of 
what ‘Ufe thefe Hints may be to thofe who are concera’d to underfland the 
Interefé of Great Britain ia particular, or that of Europe in peneral, is 


eafy to be judo'd. :
